American public schools are red tup* 
uud the liaiHlictipping of boards of ed- 
ucation by politicians, according to a 
survey of public school boards und 
their receipts and expenditure*, by tho 
national comralttev. for chamber of 
commerce coupe ration with tlie public UriBps 
ftcluiiils and the American city bureau 


The survey, which covered 377 cities, 


said that in.47 per cent of cases where 
boards of education were "Independ- 
ent" or free from political manipula- 
tion the most efficient administrative 
and educational results are obtained. 


City Officials Hamper Schools. 


"Tlie best Interests of the public, 


schools," s>uys the report, "cannot be; 
served in a city where the budget of' 
the board of education may be reduced ', 
and remodeled by city officials." 


The survey shows that the school re- 


ceipts in the 877 cities for the lust Hs-1 
cal year were $353^00,000 and that the 
expenditures of these same cities dur- 
ing that period were about $1!,000,00() 
less than income. 


The funds are from five sources and 


nre supplied lu the following propor- 
tions: K-roin the states, 11.6 per cent; 
the federal government, 1.3 per cent; 
the county, ii.7 per cent; local tuxes, 
(if>,4 per cent; nonrevenue or miscel- 
laneous 
sources, 
including 
Income 


from sale of bonds or short-time loans, 
17 per cent. The survey shows that of 
all cities reporting 70 per cent do not 
leceive n dollar from the federal gov- 
ernment. Tenchers' salaries aggregat- 
ed JMSO.tXXi.OOO, or (54 per cent of the 
total of the current expenses of the 
school.
